Qua rt Milk Per Da y Is 
Pictures o f So ldiers 


Grasshopper* Thereaten Jone* Co. 
Complaints and stitem ents 
rela­ 
tive to the grasshop p er 
infestation 
have been coming 
to 
the 
County 
A gent’s office from all p arts of the 
county . A recent survey made along 
the river revealed a heavy infesta­ 
tion. In fields along the p astures in 
some sections of the county , grass­ 
hoppers have destroy ed large strips 
of cotton and feed. 


Charles V. Griffin, County Agent, 
through a 
telephone 
conversation 
with the Federal grasshopper 
con­ 
trol, has arranged a survey for the 
entire coounty . In 
the 
event 
the 
grasshop p er infestation is 
general 
over the county , Federal aid in the 
form of poison, wheat 
bran 
and 
other ingredients will be furnished. 
For the benefit of any one wanting 
to p ut out poison bran now, the fol­ 
lowing solution is recommended: 
100 lbs of bran 
100 lbs of cotton seed hulls 
1-2 gallon of Sodium Arsenate 
Mix the above 
ingredients 
tho­ 
roughly with water until it is con­ 
venient to p ut out. 


Fleahopper* in Cotton 
All farmers are urged to be 
on 
the look out constantly for fleahop- ( 
pers in cotton. These insects are ex- ! 
tremely hard to see. A survey will 
be made in the county from time 
to time and please k eep in mind that 
if fleahoppers are in any part of 
the county , they are usually in all 
the county . All farm ers will be not­ 
ified of the results of each survey . 


Droopy Baby Chick s 


Several complaints are coming to 
the county 
agent’s 
office 
about 
droopy 
baby 
chick s 
that 
stand 
around with their 
wings 
dropped 
and ap p ear lifeless. This is usually 
caused from an overcrowded house, 
lack of vitamin A, or worms. 
It is 
suggested that 
y ou 
correct 
y our 
overcrowded house, 
and 
if 
green 
feed is not available to the chick s, 
add 10 p er cent alfalfa leaf meal 
to y our chick starter or 
growing 
mash. This will correct y our vitamin 
A deficiency . For detecting worms in 
small chick s, cut them open and if 
worms are found in the intestines, 
feed a good worm powder in 
y our 
growing mash.

“ Drink a quart a day -of-milk — 
at all times to maintain health and 
morale as well as to help the dairy 
industry which is such an im p ortant 
business 
for local farm ers,” 
say s 
J. E. Moody , manager of the local 
cotton oil mill. “June is being ob­ 
served as Dairy Month throughout 
the nation,” he adds, “ and all of us 
certainly should drink more milk and 
use more dairy p roducts during this 
month.” 


During the p resent emergency , es­ 
pecially , use of adequate amounts of 
milk and dairy products is being ur­ 
ged in the nutritional p rogram 
to 
maintain and improve the 
nation’s 
health. A minimum of one pint of 
milk for every adult and a quart for 
children is advocated, but adults who 
drink a quart daily will 
be 
that 
much better off, the mill manager 
points out. 


“ Our own cotton oil industry , so 
closely associated with all farm ac­ 
tivities through the services that we 
render to cotton producers and live­ 
stock feeders, is rather proud of the 
p art that we are tak ing in aiding 
both the increased consumption and 
increased production of dairy 
p ro­ 
ducts, especially 
in cotton-growing 
States,” he adds. 


“ This 
spring, 
our 
Educational 
Service has prep ared a special fold­ 
er, ‘More Milk for Americans 
and 
Victory ,’ of which some 100,000 cop­ 
ies have been distributed by cotton 
oil mills, County Agents and others. 
By mak ing these available to every 
dairy cattle owner who wants them, 
we are helping to distribute inform ­ 
ation on efficient feeding based up­ 
on recommendations of Exp eriment 
Stations and upon practical 
exp er­ 
ience.” 
Annual availability of cottonseed 
meal and hulls, both efficient feeds 
in rations for dairy cattle, also is an 
im p ortant factor in increasing pro­ 
duction of milk from 
grains 
and 
roughages produced on farms. 
Sup­ 
ply ing protein that is essential for 
efficient milk production and is lack ­ 
ing in farm grains and hay s, cotton­ 
seed meal enables the dairy produc­ 
er to get more value from his ra­ 
tions 
and 
cows. 
Authorities have 
estimated that production 
of 
the 
average cow can be increased 
as 
much as 20 per cent by using 
ade­ 
quate amounts of protein in rations.
